RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be 
used in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to 
parliamentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the 
Moderator’s rules at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s 
rules, or establish new rules, will always take precedence to other business 
which 1s already “on the floor”. 


So that you will know the groundrules by which we are maintaining order, 
these procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


e The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





e There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. 
(usually the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 


e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 
¢ Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


e When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 


¢ If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making 
an amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given 
time. When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, 
the amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will 
then continue considering the original motion as it has now been amend- 
ed. If the amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in 
its form prior to the motion to amend. 





¢ A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


¢ A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in 
writing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be 
requested before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a 
question or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), 
but if you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have 
to get it on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful 
and efficient meeting.

The Moderator, Donald Johnson, opened the polls at 9:00 a.m. in the 
downstairs of the Town Hall and then immediately proceeded upstairs to open 
the meeting.

Rehabilitation will include the removal of 
the gas pumps and underground fuel storage tanks, the installation of a septic 
holding tank, repair of the roof and a general cleanup of the buildings and 
grounds. Such rehabilitation shall be managed by the Board of Selectmen. 
Further, the Board of Selectmen shall be authorized to sell this property by auc- 
tion or sealed bids or by any other businesslike method as authorized by RSA 
80:42, III, and to set a minimum amount for which the property may be sold. 


Comment. The Village Store property is in default for unpaid real estate 
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taxes. The Town has refused a tax collector’s deed because of possible envi- 
ronmental problems. If this article is approve, the Board of Selectmen will 
request the tax collector to deed the property to the Town. 


ARTICLE 31: (By petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to give the Board of Selectmen the authority to 
request the Freedom Road Agent to plow and maintain the Durgin Hill Road 
(once known as Deer Run) during the winter only. The property owners of Durgin 
Hill will be responsible for all summer maintenance, repair and general upkeep. 


Comment: The Town Meeting cannot establish a winter road and any 
vote under this article will be advisory only and dependent on Selectmen 
action as follows. This petitioned article is, in effect, asking the Town to 
expend highway funds on the Durgin Hill Road if the Board of Selectmen lays 
out that road as a winter road pursuant to RSA 231:24. Such a layout would 
make the Durgin Hill Road, a winter road, a Class V Town maintained high- 
way during the period from November 15 to April 1. Any damage to the road 
present during the winter period of November 15 to April 1 would have to be 
repaired at Town expense. 


ARTICLE 32: (By petition) 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate money to pave the 
Youngs Hill Road from the intersection of Moulton Road and Youngs Hill 
Road to the existing pavement. 


ARTICLE 33: 

To see if the Town will vote to accept the provision of RSA 31:19 provid- 
ing that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indef- 
initely, until specific rescission of such authority, the Board of Selectmen to 
accept, on behalf of the Town, gifts, legacies, and devices made to the Town in 
trust for any public purposes, as permitted by RSA 31:19. 


ARTICLE 34: 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of taxes and to 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes, as pro- 
vided in RSA 80:52-a. 


ARTICLE 35: 


To review real estate acquired by the Town by tax collector’s deed since 
the last annual town Meeting. 


Comment: At the 1995 Annual Town Meeting, the Selectmen were given 
the authority indefinitely to sell property acquired by the Town by tax collec- 
tor’s deed either by public auction or by advertised sealed bids or as justice 
may require. This permanent authority was granted on the condition that each 
year at Town Meeting there would be a review of the maps of the properties 
which the Town had acquired by tax collector’s deed since the last Annual 
Town Meeting. The Selectmen intend to provide a review of the properties 
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acquired since the last Annual Town Meeting and will bring the tax maps to 
the Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 36: 
To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting.

After consulting with many people in the community, the committee 
decided to focus on providing a year-round recreational facility that could be 
used by all Freedom residents. Our research led us to conclude that a multi- 
purpose rink would best meet these needs. 

It is the opinion of the recreational committee that the town needs to over- 
see our recreational lands and to coordinate the use of these lands. The com- 
mittee also feels very strongly that recreational programs need to be provided. 
There are great rewards when old and young alike come together in support of 
recreation and continue to grow to be an even closer community. 

This committee meets monthly at the Town Hall. The public is invited and 
minutes of these meetings are available at the Town Office.

REPORT 


The Freedom Public Library provided a wide range of services to the com- 
munity during 1995. The pre-school story hour has continued to be a success, 
with many youngsters participating.

In calendar year 1995, our three (3) leading causes of fires were Children, 
Non-Permit fires not properly extinguished and Smoking materials. 

Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the fire permit law and the other burning 
laws of the State of New Hampshire, are misdemeanors punishable by fines of 
up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppres- 
sion costs. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire 
Officials, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit 
is required. This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a controlled 
burn.
